(I might add that I had turned 'em down for less than 
his current asking price a couple of months ago, largely because of the 
shipping.)

In 1945 the Bell Bomber facility near Marietta Georgia was halted in process 
of making a string of B29s.

Gentlemen: 


In aligning a KWS-1, transmitter, I've found a puzzling parasitic 
oscillation, which is present when operating on the 80m band only. 


If I were going by the panel meters, I would not realize anything were wrong. 
As I increase the carrier level, the screen current of the 4CX250B's first 
increases, then begins to decrease, which is normal on all bands. On 80 
meters, as the final screen current begins to decrease, there is a slight 
"twitchy-ness" in the current reading, at which point a ‘scope across the 
dummy load will now show what appears to be an A.M. signal, instead of a pure 
carrier. The A.M. signal has the carrier frequency I started with (say 3.9 
MHz) with a 200 KHz sinusoidal modulation. As the carrier level control is 
increased to the ALC point, it approaches 100 percent modulation. 


Looking to see where this 200 KHz signal first appears, it is not at the grid 
of the 6CL6 driver stage, but it is very strong at the driver plate, 
appearing as a second sine wave riding on top of the 4 MHz carrier (not mixed 
in the driver plate). At the final plate, it looks like an A.M. signal, due 
to mixing in the final (like control grid modulation). 


I tried the Collins mods through Service Bulletin no. 6, no help. I tried 


adding a 1 K resistor across the driver tank on 80m, to lower the Q, no help. 
The problem is not due to dynatron oscillation in the screen of the final, 
the screen voltage is clean. 


If the transmitter is run with the High Voltage off on the final, the driver 
plate signal is clean at all settings of the carrier level control, therefore 
it's not a driver neutralization problem. With HV on, if I place a short 
across the driver stage cathode rf choke, to elliminate the inverse rf 
feedback, the parasitic goes away. However, it is probably not good to run 
the rig this way, because that will increase the 3rd order distortion of the 
final by 10 dB or so (the same amount as the rf feedback). 


Any suggestions would be appreciated.

You might wonder with the 'winning' of the cold war we might start 
finding R-390's and KWM-2A's being autioned off for pennies on the dollar. 
Probably are if you could find the right auction list. 


I'd wager that's exactly where Fair Radio got the truckload of 
R-390(A?)'s that they recently sold off. 


The DoD does auction a LOT of stuff off. See http://131.87.1.51, 
which is THE DoD auction list of lists. 


However, they (DRMS) sell it in LARGE lots. FOB places in the middle 
of noplace. On-site inspection only. Moreover, you're bidding 
against skilled and experienced bidders, like Fair Radio. (Fair 
probably either has pickers in their employ examining the goods at 
each major site, or spends a LOT of money flying out for inspections, 
or buys a lot of pigs in pokes.) 


You're not going to have a bid item of one R-390. It will be 20, 
maybe 50. That's a lot of money to spend all at once. 


Similarly, the tubes come in large lots. 2000 tubes (all one type) is 
not an unusual lots, some are as large as 10,000. (Moreover, here you 
are competing with VERY savvy wholesalers. If you win a bid, you may 
well have been burned!) Ox, they may be in mixed lots. 


You may also need to know the NSN (National Stock Number) of what you 
are looking for. For instance, IFB 31-6314 has Panel, Radio 
Frequency, 11 ea, Collins Radio Co,, P/N 770-1870-003, NSN 
5820-00-050-0047. What the hell is that? 


One nice thing is that the DoD puts not only the Invitations For Bid 
up on their WWW site, they also put up the bid results, including all 
bids for every lot. You can find out how much Fair paid for that lot 
of R-390's. You will probably also find that they (Fair) aren't 
making all that much markup on them. They may have bought them for 
pennies on the DoD's dollar, but they're not making that much more. 
They also have to cover the risk of boo-boos (like a lot of unsaleable 
junk). 


If you were going to start bidding, you would be a fool to not watch 
the results for 3-6 months, and learn the bidding patterns.

These units work, but no one would consider them to be in mint 
condition. The cases are scratched, the units are somewhat 
dusty, and I would guess that they were owned by a smoker at 
one point, judging by a yellowish film over the dials. I am 
also guessing (but will not guarantee!) that this yellow film 
can be washed off. The 6146 finals result in lower output 
power than the 6JB6's (~80W CW/SSB) but handle a lot more 
dissipation than the 6JB6's. I would guess that the result 


is more useful output power for AM/RTTY/Digital. They are 

also more forgiving of tuning mistakes than sweep tubes. 

The receiver main dial moves up and down, but there is no obvious 

backlash. I think there is an adjustment screw to take care of 

this. The receiver accessory connector has been replaced by a UHF connector. 
Like all Drakes, the bandswitches need periodic 

cleaning on both units. 


The matching network coil form has broken loose of its 
mountings inside the unit, but this does not affect the 
operation of the unit. I have given the MN-4 a thorough 
cleaning. The small bits of ceramic that would be needed 
to remount the coil form are in a plastic bag inside the 
chassis. With the proper ceramic glue, this can be 
completely repaired. 


The DC-4 is scratched in a few places, and has the old 
cables chopped short. The label is partially torn, but 
the unit works, and comes with spare germanium switching 
transistors. List on the transistors would be ~$25-30 
ea, with a prohibitive minimum order.

Stan Griffiths brought me in on a discussion he had been having with Phil 
Mills about silver containing solders and lead-free solder. After 
reading my reply, I thought there might be a few on the BA group who 
might be interested. We do have a real metallurgist in the group who I 
hope can correct my errors and give us even better information (hint!). 


Soldering seems so mundane to most of us because we have been doing it 
for so long. Boatanchor restoration really is a little different and I 
am sure many will have their own recommendations to add too. 


Phil had asked about something by Alpha called Flo Temp Lead Free. Stan 
asked me about it. I was not directly familiar with the product but 
replied about the no-lead solders I was familiar with. 


Tots tc Forwarded message ---------- [Edited a little for the group. ] 


The modern "lead-free" solders are basically just tin with perhaps a few 
percent of other materials to promote wetting and homogeneous 
crystallization. At least the solders sold in local hardware stores fit 
this category. 


Probably a good place to start a discussion of solders is with 63/37 
solder. This 63/37 tin/lead solder is a eutectic mixture. The term 
eutectic carries some exotic thermodynamic verbage, but basically it means 
that if you take a mixture of the two materials and measure its melting 
point while varying the composition, you will find that one particular 
composition has the lowest melting point. This is the eutectic. When a 
non-eutectic solder mixture "freezes", the eutectic usually tends to 
crystallize out first leading to the sometimes grainy appearance seen. 


[Analogously, in liquid mixtures there will be a composition that has a 
minimum boiling point. This is called an azeotrope. In actuality, there 


are maximum as well as minimum eutectics and azeotropes too. The 95% 
ethanol in water mixture is also a minimum boiling azeotrope. To get pure 
ethanol, more complicated steps must be taken than simple distillation. ] 


Regular 60/40 solder is almost the eutectic composition. In most cases it 
does not matter much since the solder dissolves some of the copper and silver 
and whatever else might be present. This, of course, changes the mixture 
composition slightly. These small composition changes can significantly 
alter the solder properties. 


Copper is sometimes added to regular solder to minimize this solvation. 
The Ersin Savbit solder is such. It minimizes soldering iron tip wear, 
which is now not very important with the availability of iron plated tips. 
It is quite useful when working with small gauge magnet wire, however. 
Silver is sometimes added for much the same reason. The Tek ceramic 
terminal strips need it if considerable soldering is to be done without 
dissolving the plating. Silver also tends to lower the melting point of 
some alloys too, and it makes smooth, low-resistance connections. Ersin 
sells a 2% silver solder that should work here. 


There is a high melting point solder that is made of 5% tin, 93.5% lead 
and 1.5% silver. I have never used it but it is good to use first when 
successive layers of solder must be used. The bottom layers tend to not 
melt as the top layers are applied. 


The almost pure tin solder has gained popularity as a replacement for 
40/60 or 50/50 tin/lead solders used for plumbing connections. It takes a 
higher temperature and it does not always "wet" as well. I think the 
melted solder may also be less viscous (thinner) than tin/lead alloys soa 
tighter fit is necessary for sweated joints. I would NOT want to use this 
for electronic work because of the higher melting temperature. I have 
personally never seen this with a rosin core - only solid wire. The stuff 
Phil is talking about may be totally different from what I have seen. 


There are other exotic solders for materials such as stainless. The 
stainless solder I have seen uses cadmium, something to avoid around food. 
There are also special aluminum solders, but the real key to their success 
is the flux, not the solder. I try to avoid soldered aluminum and copper 
joints anyway as I have never seen one that did not fail after it got wet. 
The funny stuff sold for RIDICULOUSLY high prices at hamfests for 
soldering aluminum is not a real solder in that it generally does not form 
an alloy at the interfaces. It is about 80% zinc and the rest is aluminum 
with a little copper contamination (not the 20 exotic metals claimed). It 
works well for a few applications, though. [I too paid BIG BUCKS for some 
of this stuff at a hamfest years ago. I took a piece to our company 
metallurgist who did an EDS analysis for me. He said I paid about $19 
more than I should have - I had paid $20. He did explain why the stuff 
works so well in certain applications, especially with Pepsi cans!] 


What I call "silver soldering" or "hard soldering" is really a form of 
brazing. Some of the so-called silver solders contain little or no silver 
at all. I have a copper/phosporous brazing rod at home, for example, that 
is called Sil-Phos. These brazing alloys generally take a temperature 
much hotter than a soldering iron. Some even require higher temperatures 
than a propane torch reaches. The conventional brass-type alloys need a 
torch with oxygen (oxy-propane, oxy-acetylene, oxy-Mapp). 


Even with conventional electronic circuitry, using a particular alloy of 
solder is often secondary to using the right flux. The purpose of the 
flux is to dissolve surface oxides and protect the surface from further 
oxidation during soldering. Pine tree rosin has been the standard for 
years (don't quote me on this but I think the active ingredient is 
possibly abietic acid or one of the other similar long-chain organic 
acids). Zinc chloride and hydrochloric acid make a wonderful flux but it 
must be cleaned off the joint afterward or it will continue to corrode the 
copper and other base metals. Some of the newer fluxes are water soluble 
which makes washing surface-mount printed circuit boards easier. Many 
rosin-based organic fluxes are noncorrosive after they cool and harden. 

If you are working with antique parts with a thick layer of surface oxide, 
you may have to use a highly activated flux or else mechanically remove 
the oxides before soldering. I like Scothbrite scouring pads and 
typewriter erasers for this. Others have their tricks too and I hope 
they will write about them. 


In terms of solder brands, everyone has their own favorite. I prefer the 
Ersin brand followed by Alpha and do not like Kester. Others I know feel 
just the opposite. The one time I almost quit using Ersin solder was when 
Heath must have bought a batch from them. Some _IDIOT_ had decided that 
the rosin smell was bad so they covered it up with a cheap perfume that 
smelled like an incense shop. I was highly allergic to the material [I 
cannot walk through a department store's cosmetic department without 
having a stopped-up nose]. I suspect many others were too and complained; 
Ersin went back to the original "smell" within a year. 


I still try to solder only with adequate ventilation. Even though the 
vapor pressure of tin and lead is very small at soldering temperatures, 
there is no point in taking chances with the fumes. The rosin fumes are 
not very healthy either, but unless you are sitting at a solder station 
for 8 hours a day, I would not worry too much.

>If I were wanting to strip and repaint, say, a Drake R-4 cabinet, what is 
>the best way to get all the paint out of those leeeetle perforated holes? 


Andy, you want to make friends with someone who has a "bead blaster". This 
is an industrial version of a sandblaster which uses compressed air to shoot 
a stream of very small beads (which can be anything from glass to walnut 
shells!) at the part being blasted. It usually looks like a "glove-box" 
used by mad scientists, with gloves that you stick your hands into so you can 
manipulate the part inside the box. A pump filters the return air so beads 
are continuously re-used. 


The results are amazing - nearly instantaneous removal of paint and paint 
residue, including inside perforated metal holes. As an extra bonus, the 
finish is left with a matte appearance which takes paint very nicely. I 
should mention that bead blasting will also take care of any nameplates or 
labels, so be sure to remove these first! 


Bead blasters should be pretty common in the machining business, where they 
are used to clean up and deburr small parts. 


I've wondered about the feasibilty of a homebrew version for smaller jobs. 
Anyone with bead-blasting experience out there? I think I've seen them in 
catalogs from Northern Hydraulics or equiv. for $200 or so...

Walnut shells are not beads..they have sharp edges. If you use beads, 
check to be sure it's a clean batch and has no paint mixed in with the glass. 


FROM EXPERIENCE: DON'T SAND BLAST COLLINS CABINETS...use beads. Sand will 
eat up the AL. Watch the pressure !

Media blasting is, indeed, an effective way to remove paint and corrosion 
from metal. It will strip even the most obscure corner of unwanted coatings. 
> 

>Bead blasters should be pretty common in the machining business, where they

The most easily accessible meadia blast equipment can be found at an 
automotive machine shop. Typically these are located adjacent to and are 
sometimes a part of auto parts houses. 


The challenges you face by using one of these services are these: 


1. Convincing the people in the shop to actually do the work for you. 

They will readily bead blast your Muy Bad El Kabong Super Torker intake 
manifold for you, but I've encountered reluctance and suspicion when getting 
non-automotive stuff blasted. 


2. Getting them to be careful with your flimsy sheet metal parts. Most of 
the things that get run thru an automotive shop blast cabinet is thick, 
rugged cast metal. It is possible to warp sheet metal if you use too high 
a blast pressure. It is also possible to make the surface of the sheet 
metal really rough if they are using blasting sand instead of glass beads or 
other fine media. 


>I've wondered about the feasibilty of a homebrew version for smaller jobs. 


Sears (and others) sell small, gravity-fed blast equipment for reasonable 


prices. However, the cost of the blast equipment isn't the entire capital 
expense. You also need an air compressor with a pressure regulator anda 
moisture trap. You could spend upwards of $400 buying the bare essentials 
and you wouldn't even have a blast cabinet to contain the blast media. If 


there isn't an ongoing need for this equipment, it probably isn't cost 
effective to purchase it. 


What about renting equipment? This might be a viable solution, but with 

one big caveat: Some rental blast equipment is made for monument 
blasting...you know, cemetary head stones. If you turn one of these things 
on a radio cabinet, there likely won't be anything recognizable left to paint. 


To summarize, IMHO, if you don't already have a properly equipped air 
compressor to which you would just add a small blast system, the most cost 
effective way to get small pieces blasted is likely to be the blast system 
at an automotive machine shop.
